Within the past year, ground has been broken for 
three new auto agency buildings along El Camino Real and 
there are indications that there may be more such agencies 
constructed there in the future. 

Whatever our reservations about the efficiency of the 
automobile as an effective device for transporting people, 
we cannot fail to hail the new auto agency buildings as a 
definite benefit to the community, and a good indication 
of one of the more pleasant evolutions of our time. 

Benefits to the community derive from a couple of 


sources, including esthetic and financial ones. 

The new auto agency buildings are attractive (though 
it takes us a little while to get used to the appearance of 
modern structures) and a definite improvement’ of the 
scenery along El Camino. And the sales tax money derived 
from the presence of these agencies in Menlo Park is of 
definite benefit to the city, while the payrolls of the auto 
shops are such that a share of them might well be sought 
by local merchants. 

That pleasant evolution mentioned above? 

Well, a tour of one of these modern auto shops will 
show that things have come a long way, since the days when 
autos were cared for in made-over blacksmiths’ shops, or 
when cars were sold in the “Gasoline Alleys” of the 1920's. 
The modern auto shop, you'll find, can be kept surprisingly 
clean and efficient-looking. This probably means a higher 
degree of precision work is possible, too. 

And it makes the whole business of auto maintenance 
and purchasing more pleasant, for the customer.

County Eyes Budget Breakdown

County Manager E. R. Stall- 
ings and his administrative 
staff may not have a “Best Sell- 
er” on their hands but the 
county has its most complete 
and enlightening preliminary 
budget breakdown in _ history. 
The book, containing about 100 
pages, is filled with informa- 
tion and reasons for the $3,372,- 
161 increase in the spending 
program for next year to a rec- 
ord of $38,547,029. 

Charts and graphs are nu- 
merous, showing the reasons 
for the steady climb in the cost 
of county government. It is a 
masterpiece of figures and out- 


pervisors will do with the fig- 
pres before final adoption it 
a guess. 

Stallings said the budget was 
shaved to the bone and the 
board members may not have 
much to do. 

Stallings takes almost 11 
pages to present a summary 
of the budget figures. On the 
first page he points to the in- 
creases, led by $2,768,316 for 
the new aids programs, nota- 
bly medical aid to the aged, 
which makes up 75 per cent 
of the total increase in the 
budget. 

Most of these funds will
